After  18  months  of  intensive  effort  in  40  major 
metropolitan  areas  around  the  world,  the  Seminar- 
Conference  phase  of  the  Centennial  Study  and 
Training  Programme  on  Metropolitan  Problems  too\ 
place  at  Yor\  University  between  August  6th  and 
16th  of  this  year.
